1. INCIDENT ! At approximately 0830, 3 May 1972, Vehicle #1 was 
proceeding south on MD Rt 32, approaching the intersection of Dennis Rd 
and MD Rt 32 (see exhibits A, B, F, H). Vehicle #2 was proceeding 
north on MD Rt 32 approaching the intersection of Dennis Rd and MD Rt 32 
(see exhibits A, B, F, M). Vehiole #1, upon reaching the above

intersection, attempted to wake a left turn from MD Rt 32 onto Dennis 
Rd (see Exhibits A,B,F,H)« Vehicle #2 at this point collided with 
Vehicle #1, sending Vehicle #1 in a turning motion toward the westbound 
lane of Dennis Rd, colliding with Vehicle #3 (see Exhibits A,B,F,H,I,J, 
K,L,M). Vehicle #3 was stopped on the westbound lane of Dennis Rd at 
the YIELD sign, awaiting oncoming traffic from the northbound lane of 
MD Rt 32 (see Exhibits 0,F,I,K). 

2. WITNESS STATEMENT SUMMARIES : 

(a) witness 

states tha^h^ra^proceedin^south^i^^R^32^.n his vehicle. He 
approached Dennis Rd and MD Rt 32, coming to a stop in the center lane 
of MD Rt 32, behind two other vehicles, with the intent to turn left 
onto Dennis Rd. Brown states that he and the two other vehicle operators 
were stopped, yielding the right of way to the oncoming Vehicle #2. 

Brown noticed Vehicle #1 proceeding south on MD Rt 32, in the left lane. 
Vehicle #1 passed Brown on the left and attempted to make a left turn 
onto Dennis Rd, being struck by Vehicle #2 and sending Vehicle #1 in a 
circular motion into Vehicle #3, which was stopped at the YIELD sign on 
the westbound lane of Dennis Rd (see Exhibits A,F & H for (a) of 2).

She 
approached Dennis Rd and MD Rt 32, coming to a stop in the center lane 
of MD Rt 32, behind one other vehicle, with the intent to turn left onto 
Dennis Rd. White noticed Vehicle #1 proceeding south on Md Rt 32, in 
the left lane, which attempted a left turn onto Dennis Rd, not yielding 
the right of way to the oncoming Vehicle #2, and colliding with Vehicle 
#2, sending Vehicle #1 in a droular motion into Vehicle #3, which was 
stopped on the westbound lane of Dennis Rd at the YIELD sign (see 
Exhibits B & F & H for (b) of 2). 

(c) The operator of the vehicle in front of White was not identified 
and therefore no statement exists. 

(d) civilian, 268-12-99^8, witness, operator of 
Vehicle jO^stateatnatne had come to a stop, in the westbound lane of 
Dennis Rd, at the YIELD sign, at the intersection of Dennis Rd and MD 
Rt 32. He stated that he was yielding to oncoming vehicles in the 
northbound lane of MD Rt 32, therefore coming to a complete stop, prior 
to attempting entry onto the northbound lane of MD Rt 32. Boring heard 
Vehicle //I and Vehicle #2 collide, and saw Vehicle #1 approaching him 
in a circular motion. (See Exhibits C,D,F,I for (d) of 2.) 

(e) 213-UO-7172, witness, operator of 
Vehicle #2, stated that he was proceeding north on MD Rt 32, approaching 
the intersection of MD Rt 32 and Dennis Rd. He noticed three vehicles 
stopped in the center lane of southbound MD Rt 32 yielding to his right

of way. He then saw Vehicle #1 cross in front of him attempting a 
left turn onto Dennis Rd. Wanner attempted to avoid collision.

to oncoming traffic. and Boring had noticed the oncoming 

traffic from the nortnooun^ian^or MD Rt 32, approaching Dennis Rd, and 
had come to a full stop prior to their respective turn. The operator 
of Vehicle #1 was the only individual not yielding the right of way 
during the incident. Vehicle #1, with no regard to Vehicle #2, attempted 
a left turn onto Dennis Rd from MD Rt 32 o Vehicle #2, seeing that all 
traffic had stopped, yielding to him the right of way, attempted to 
proceed, when Vehicle #1 turned in front of Vehicle #2. Vehicle #2, 
using good judgement and being cautious, noticed the turn of Vehicle #1 
and attempted to avoid collision. The damage shown in Exhibit G proves 
that Vehicle #1 swerved to the left to attempt to avoid collision. 

Damage was made to Vehicle #2's front right and side right showing a 
swerve to the left to avoid collision.

(b) The operator of Vehicle #1 was negligent in the act of failing 

to yield to Vehicle #2 and of causing death to the passenger of Vehicle
